TWELVE STATES WILL 
HOLD TRUCK LICENSE 
CONFERENCE JUNE 30 


Indianapolis, Ind. June 22.— 


Twelve states will be represented 


at a truck license conference in 
French Lick, June 30. The meet- 
ing was called by Frank Mayr, Jr., 
secretary of state of Indiana, in 
an effort to effect a policy of rec- 
iprocity in connection with truck 
and motor bus licenses and to 
eliminate border warfare. 

Announcement of the meeting 
was made after the Indiana Pub- 
lic Service Commission had _ re- 
ceived a letter from the Georgia 
Public Service Commission stating 
that Indiana trucks operating in 
the Southern state must comply 
with new regulations adopted by the 
Georgia Legislature. Georgia is one 
of the states invited to the confer- 
ence. 

Regulations which Indiana trucks 
must comply with include: Payment 
of a $35 fee for declaration of 
registration of routes to be trav- 
ersed; payment of a $25 annual fee 
for “motor carrier hire’ license 
tags; filing with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission copies of liability 
and property damage insurance of 
not less than $5,000 for injury to 
one person and $10,000 for one ac-

though never so hard hit as the rest 
of the country. is showing favorably 
on sales chart. In the South, 


mills which had been idle for 
months are starting operations—on 
a@ curtailed basis—but they are mov- 
ing. The drought area in the Middle 
and South Central part of the coun- 
try requires the stimulus of a new 
crop for recovery, and by such 
stimulus will be felt. I am in hopes 
that by the time the favorable con- 
ditions now evident on the two 
coasts will have spread out to in- 
clude the entire country 

“In our own organization we did 
not feel the effects of the depres- 
sion last year until June, with the 
result that the first five months 
were normal. Yet in April of this 
year we built nearly s many cars 
as last April, and in May we ex- 
ceeded last May's figures. We went 
ahead of a normal month, incicating 
a return to normalcy, at least so 
far as we are concerned. 

“There will be a Ict-up in June 
but I expect only the seasonal de- 
cline over May, and not the sudden 
drop experienced in June last year. 
The remainder of this year should 
paralle] previous normal years. 

“I do not look for a quick return 
of the boom times of 1929, but we 
are gradually working out of the 
slump. and have been since the first 
of the year. Some liquidating re- 
mains to be done, particularly in 
commercial paper and real estate. 
and until it is completed it will act 
as a drag on a speedy recovery. 

“Money is plentiful. And people 
are willing to spend it for things 
they desire. The tremendous over- 
subscription of the recent Federal 
bond issue demonstrated that. The 
only thing necessary to lure that 
money into normal channels of 
trade is restoration of confidence 

“Advertising is the great builder 
of confidence. It brings money into 
circulation, which means good times. 
This year we increased our news- 
paper advertising over last year. 
Other companies, notably American 
Tobacco, National Biscuit and 
others which faced the depression 
by intensifying their campaigns are 
achieving results beyond even the 
peak vear of 1929. There is ample 
evidence to prove that the way out 
of the depression is by backing a 
worthy product by intensive and 
intelligent advertising.” 

Another feature of the past week 
was a meeting held at Grand Rap- 
fids at which a plan designed to 
create higher marketing standards 
which would establish a perman- 
ently profitable basis upon which 
automobile dealers would operate 
was outlined by officials

Most auto dealers seem to think |

Considering only delivered cars, | 
the advertising expense for this sale | 
figured 1.85 per cent., pretty low | 
advertising cost, one will agree if 
one has kept a record of your adver- 
tising costs for his own used car 
sales 

Harry DeWitt, president of the 
company says, “The extraordinary | 
results we obtained by concentra- 
ting our advertising in one news- 
paper and using space that domin- | 
ated not only on an equal footing | 
with all other advertising carried 
that day, but actually swamped all | 
competition in the used car field, 
are full justification for our con- 
tention that the used car markei 
must be reached with high-powered 
carefully planned and distinctive 
copy, concentrating on the largest 
possible group of buyers in a domin- 
ating newspaper that can put your 
story over more forcefully than by 
scattering the copy over a slightly 
wider area with consequent loss of 
punch and greatly increased adver- 
tising costs.”

This practice continued until the reorganization of the} 
state police department in 1921. The inspection force of the | 
motor vehicle department was consolidated at that time with | 
the state police and that organization conducted the examina- | 
tions under an agreement and understanding with the de- 
partment of motor vehicles. Under legislative sanction, 
however, the function of giving examinations has been re- 
turned to the motor vehicle department, which will take over | 
the duty about July 1. 
Much has been written and said in the last two years | 
about strengthening the examination. The type of examina-| 
tion now in use is satisfactory so far it goes, but the 
teachings of experience and study seem to indicate that back | 
of the process of determining qualifications by examination | 
is the necessity to get more accurate knowledge of the 
applicant. In other words, there has not been enough serious | 
consideration of the question of whether the applicant under- | 
stood his relationship to others. 
But nobody needs to worry particularly the | 
Connecticut examination. In the first place, it cannot be | 
made too severe, or even made as severe as it ought to be, on | 
account of the magnitude of the problem and the necessity | 
for treating all alike. Every person must be given a fair| 
and honest chance to demonstrate his capacity. | 
Whatever written questions are offered will only be| 
a part of the whole examination and the intent and purpose 
will be to arrive eventually at closer contact between 
examiners and applicants. It is intended that the applicant 
shal] understand that the examiner is trying to help, trying 
to instruct, and attempting to give information about future 
problems, Better selection of operators who will use the | 
highways should result.—Robbins B. Stoeckel, Commis-| 
sioner of Motor Vehicles, State of Connecticut.

NEW DESIGNS UTILIZE 
WELDED STEEL IN 
LARGER DEGREE 


A survey recently conducted in the 


metal working industries, according | 


to the Lincoln Electric Company, 
Cleveland, O., reveals that many 
manufacturers are concentrating ef- 
forts towards redesign of their prod- 
ucts to effect material improve- 
ments and reduce cost of manufac- 
ture. Evidences of this inner ac- 
tivity reveal that the advantages 
of welded construction are being 
utilized in a larger degree. 

From widely varied lines of ac- 
tivity come announcements of re- 
sults of redesign. An industrial gear 
manufacturer now offers welded 


| steel gears as an improvement to the 


traditional cast types. A national 
firm of architects and builders, as 
a result of redesign, announces arc 
welded steel structures at less cost 
than the usual rivited types. Freight 
cars of the gondola type have re- 
cently been improved by redesign 
for welded construction. Bases, bed 
plates and frames of varied types 


| for heavy machinery show a reduc- 


tion in weight and increase in 
strength, due to the use of welded 
steel. Even redesign of ship masts 
has involved the use of welded con- 
struction for greater strength and 
rigidity. 


Germany, more experienced with 


| the present adverse business condi- 


tions and further limited in activi- 
ties due to the Versailles treaty, 
recently caused international alarm 
by launching potent battleships of 
greatly reduced tonnage. Though 
within the severe limitations im- 
posed by the treaty, Germany 
through redesign for all welded 
construction has equaled the more 
costly warships of greater tonnage.

However, there are several more or 
less general facts and figures which 
every operator should keep in mind 
as a basis for more careful, 
study: 

Depreciation and interest on the 
new truck investment—which rep- 
resents the original cost or purchase 
price—seldom exceed 15 per cent. 
of the total cost of operation of the 
distributor's truck. 

If a new truck, through better 
performance and increased stimulus 
to drivers, enables the driver to in- 
crease his daily output by 20 per 
cent. to 25 per cent.—which it fre- 
quently does—the new truck will 
pay for itself. 

If the old truck has required 
frequent repairs and service, the 
saving of time, lowered repair cost, 
and reduced demand for reserve 
equipment will frequently pay for 
the new truck. 

If the old truck is greatly limited 
in the amount of productive work it 
can do, a new truck will open the 
way to profitable sales expansion 

Four new 
pilsh 20 per cent. more work, can 
replace five old trucks; and the 
lowered operating cost will go far 
toward paying for the new truck 
investment. New truck equipment 
should always be purchased with a 
view to reducing the total number 
the wages of 
one driver will more than pay the 
yearly investment cost of a new 
truck. 

Making a Dollars and Cents Estimate 

But the operator who keeps any 
sort of accurate cost and delivery 
records need not stop with general 
principles such as these, for he can 
use accurate figures. Taking an 
economically operating truck as a 
basis of comparison for all his fig- 
ures, he should estimate the loss on 
old or unsuitable equipment in the 
manner illustrated in the accom- 
panying chart. Only excess time and 
cost—the difference between the 
economical truck and the truck con- 
sidered for replacement—should be 
considered. But that loss should be 
carefully compared to the yearly in- 
vestment cost of new equipment, al- 
lowing full consideration for in-

This cost, of course, does not include daily loss of driver efficiency, 


loss of advertising value 


efficiency, better 
appearance, longer life expectancy, 
and other advantages of the new 
truck which are difficult to translate 
into exact figures. 

The decision to buy should be 
based on facts and figures—not on 
guesswork—as to the value of pur- 
chasing new truck equipment.
